Our heroes, Charles Espinoza and Jeremy Taylor are teenaged radio amateurs. 
Jeremy's father, Leon, had been given permission to search the old 
Roman Bros. Department Store for anything of value such as a long- 
forgotten antique. The building was slated to be torn down soon for 
a shopping mall. Leon left the searching of the attic to the boys. 


The Roman brothers had closed the store years ago. No one in the family 
wanted to continue the business during the depression. Then the war... 
Now it was the 90s and the run-down part of town was being cleared. Old, 
frail Mrs. Roman remembered Leon from long ago and invited him over 
to get the long unused key to the back door of the faded brick building. 
Early one morning on his way to work Leon took the boys to the building, 
unlocked it and left with a warning: "Be careful."

>this afternoon, turned it on and no signal. I had forgot to hook up the 
>antenna. Well, while I was hooking up the antenna with it on, I got a little 
>shock (a SLIGHT tingle) when my finger accidentally bridged the antenna and 
>ground terminals. I measured the potential between antenna and ground to be 
>about 118 volts AC, about three volts shy of local house power. 


Is it an AC-DC receiver? (Probably is...my S-120 is). I think there's a 
resistor somewhere between ground and the power line, which is why you 
weren't killed. :-) For a short-term fix, pull the plug, reverse it, and put 
it back in. For a long-term solution, you'll want to put a polarized plug 
on the cord to keep the chassis from becoming hot again (assuming that your 
power outlets are wired properly.)

Since no one complained about the length of my NTIS disertation last night, I'll 
add a comment about the buyer-seller dilemma. I agree with all the comments so 
far. Short of meeting face to face, someone is going to take a risk. The 
generally accepted procedure, and I have as much experience at this as anyone 
else on the list, is that the buyer sends money, and then the seller ships. In 
34 years, I've been burned once on a sale (guy sent a check for one manual and 
then called and begged me to send a second one also, for which he would pay 
later) and twice on purchases. The total loss wouldn't pay my light bill this 
month, so we must be an uncommonly honest bunch (and we are). 


I always take personal checks, and I've never gotten a bad one that stayed bad. 
I'm inclined to be more understanding about this and assume that it wasn't 
deliberate after I had about $2000 worth of my checks bounce while I was in 
Normandy in June of 94. A deposit that I made just before getting on the plane 
wasn't ‘honored' (not from a BA'er, though). 

However <pause> I've noticed an increased tendency lately that I don't like, and 
that is dickering over the cost after the gear is shipped. The other generally 
accepted ‘standard' among the brethren is that the buyer pays the shipping. 
Because I have difficulty with figuring out up front what the freight bill is 
going to be, I often ship and send a bill for the freight later. I don't want 
to gouge anyone, but I hate sending refunds (I had to threaten my computer last 
night with a total lobotomy to get it to agree to one). I've gotten several 
phone calls or letters lately saying "You sent me a bill for $24.71. Will you 
settle for $20.00" or "I think that you ought to pay the rest of the freight" or 
checks for less than the amount due, with a note saying "My UPS office said that 
this would cost $xx.xx, so that's what I'm sending you". I fully appreciate 
that there are only three rich boatanchor collectors in the world, but I ain't 
one of them either. If I had sent it all at one time, it still wouldn't have 
all been safe in one box. And the UPS office didn't have to buy boxes and 
packing material and brave Houston traffic and Houston weather to pack and ship. 
An M60A3 loaded with WP would make a nice commuter vehicle here. Seriously, 
packing and shipping is the most (and possibly only) unrewarding part of this 
hobby. Don't make it any worse than it already is.

An update on the NC-183D. Signal injection and tracing seems to indicate 
that the RF amplifier stages are behaving as they should. However, HFO is 


developing less than half the voltage on this band as it does at the same 
frequency on lower band. Subbing different 6BE6's, checking and cleaning 
switch contacts, and replacing the postage stamp cap (only part specific to 
this band in oscillator other than coil) had no impact. I guess the next 
step is to use an external oscillator for injection at a higher level and 
check the results.

After replacing them I noticed a nice increase 
in performance. Some of the caps are quite hard to get too but I think it 
was a worthwile project. Now....... Replacing those caps in the RF deck..... A 
nice wintertime project! :-0

I missed the beginning of this thread, but I'm wondering if these caps are 
the same type found in my R-390A's IF module (and probably in other modules 
as well, though I haven't checked). It's an EAC made in 1960. The caps are 
black "plastic" (?) tubular with colored bands. Most are .01 and .033, as 
far as I can tell. Most if not all of them have tiny but clearly visible 
cracks running lengthwise down the body of the cap. The IF module appears to 
function normally, except for rather uninspiring AGC performance. (No mods 
done, as yet.) I haven't attempted to measure leakage; all measure OK for 


capacitance. Should I clean house and swap them all out? Is the cost/benefit 
trade-off persuasive enough to warrant doing it?

Ladies and gentlemen, 


First, many thanks to those of you who took the time to answer my question 
about obtaining a replacement can-type electrolytic for an old KWM-2. TI am 
pleased to know that it is possible to have these beasts re-built. 
Unfortunately, the previous owner had discarded the original cap and replaced 
it with tubulars! AES has a similar cap, but the one closet in values to the 
original is physically too large. I have been able to order a new Mallory cap 
(in the same size can) that is a triple 10uf at 450v. This is a little lower 
capacitance than the original, but if necessary, I can always supplement the 
Capacity by adding tubulars in parallel below the chassis. At least I can fill 
the hole left by the original capacitor! 


My question today concerns the detents on the rotary switches used on the 
S-line and KWM-2. I have noted that these can become very sloppy over the 
years and the precise snap provided by a detent on a new switch is lost. I 
have particularly noticed this problem on the emission switch used on the 
KWM-2. This switch is used a lot for tuning up, so I guess it's not surprising 
that it would wear after 30 years of use! But, for some reason, I have not 
observed the same problem on 32-S transmitters of similar vintage. 


I replaced the emission switch on another old KWM-2. This fixed up the problem 
of some corroded contacts and restored a beautiful firm snap to each position! 
But this is an expensive and fairly significant operation to undertake if the 
only problem is a sloppy detent action. So I wonder if anything can be done to 
repair a sloppy detent in this switch?

What's a good way to test old paper caps without removing them from the circuit? 


I'm working on an HP650A test oscillator that's full of large black 
axial-lead paper caps with color-band markings. I've heard these tend to 
have high failure rates after 30 years or so. (But I'm still not clear on 
whether these are the "black tubulars" of SP600 infamy.) 


I put the digital VOM across a sampling of ‘em in-circuit, and got pretty 
low values; around half a megohm, more or less. The 650A mostly works, so I 
don't think the leakage on so many caps could be that high. I theorize that 
the electrolytic caps in the power supply are providing a sneak path via 
the plate load and grid resistor (the VOM isn't sourcing much current when 
it's on the megohm range, so it won't charge up the power supply cap). 


I've been thinking of pulling all the tubes except the ones in the power 
supply, and then measuring the voltage drop across the plate or screen 
resistors (and measuring the resistance of the resistor, in case it's 


drifted from the marked value). That'll let me calculate the leakage 
current through the caps. Anyone got a better method for testing caps 
in-circuit? 


BTW, this method won't work for cathode resistor bypass caps. Any 
suggestions there? Maybe hook up a signal generator and measure the -3dB 
point?
